The Pastor. 


Do you sustain him? Have you ever noticed 
how pastors break down? There is more of 
this with pastors than in the trade of the car- 
penter, or the lawyer, or the physician. 
Brother, do you know why it is? It is because 
the pastor’s heart is involved in his work, as 
well as, or more than, his intellect. He is anx- 
ious; his life is a constant “woe is me if I 
preach not the gospel;” he longs for the con- 
version of men; he sees the children growing 
up and his heart yearns for them; he.sees con- 


- yerts backslide, and his spirit mourns. So 


often he sees even saints deteriorate, and the 
weight upon his heart is simply crushing. Also, 
the pastor is sometimes deeply injured by the 
neglect of his brethren. The Religious Tele- 
scope of May 2, 1900, alluded to this as a hin- 
drance: 


As to how church-members may easily hinder the 
work of the pastor, the following hints are sub- 
mitted ; . 

1. By withholding from him their sympathy and 
prayers. 

2. By absenting themselves from all the regular 
services of the church, both on the sabbath and dur- 
ing the week. 

3. By never looking out for or endeavoring to 
bring to the house of God neighbors and friends who 
do not attend public worship. 

4. By giving but little to the support of the church, 
and giving that little grudgingly. 

5. By being critically and acrimoniously disposed 
toward your pastor, and speaking of preachers in 
general as being a set of time-servers, who merely 
follow their profession for the money, ease, and popu- 
larity there is in it. 

6.. By cbjecting to and finding fault with every 
measure the pastor proposes for the improvement of 
the condition of the church, the Sunday-school, and 


the Y. P. C. U. 


7. By permitting the church-house to run down, 
to remain polluted with dust and cobwebs, so tliat 
you can scarcely see through the windows. 

8.. By freely telling your complaints and criti- 
cisms to others, but never saying a word to your 
pastor about them. 

9. By being far more interested in politics, in the 
markets, in crops, in stocks, and in the weather than 
you are in the growth and prosperity of the church. 

10. By taking and reading one, two or three daily 
papers—the Sunday edition included.—and refusing 
to take the official organ of the church on the plea 
that you cannot afford it or have not time to read it. 

Let such a course be persisted in by only a few of 
the principal members of the congregation, and it will 
greatly hinder. the wark of the ablest and the most 
devoted pastor to be found anywhere. 


Then there is the pressure of a congregation, 
constantly watchful for good sermons. It is 
sometimes said that a minister cannot prepare 
two good sermons a week, but that is not trye. 
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A man can prepare five good sermons. a. week, 
each one of them ranking higher: than that -of 


‘the minister who only prepares one: The 


preachers who have bécome renowned for the 
effectiveness of their work (and that is the 
only standard of value) have always been men 
who preached much. The Christian Advocate 
of October 25, 1900, said: 


The frequently reiterated statement that no min- 
ister can prepare two good sermons in a. single .week 
is without foundation., And it is seldom. the most 
interesting preachers, whose houses are filled and 
work is successful, that set up such a plea. Those 
who say that to prepare two interesting sermons per 
week they are obliged to neglect pastoral visiting, 
exhibit a want of mental discipline as well as a 
failure to understand the nature'of a sermon. Noth- 
ing is so fruitful of texts. illustrations, modes of pre- 
senting truth, as conversations between the pastor 
and his people on the subject-of religion, or any. form 
of life clusely connected. with mental and spiritual 
development. Hard study, for four hours a. day 
will accomplish more in every. direction than hard 
study for ten hours a day, in matters where life as 
well as thought are involved. 

The indifference. of communicants may make a 
true minister’s success difficult. Churches may be 
situated where there are no people, but, as a gen- 
eral proposition, if a minister be in good health, de- 
voted to his work and studies, is faithful in visiting 
the people, and the church be situated where there 
are people who can understand the language in which 
he speaks, he will have an increasing congregation 
that will not come merely because they must, or be- 
eause it is the fashion, or for the sake of their chil- 
dren, but because they wish to hear, and look for- 
ward with delightful anticipation to hearing, what 
he has to say. If he concludes that the sermon is 
everything, reads the hymns like a school-boy, the 
Scriptures as the secretary of the meeting reads the 
minutes, or as an express agent calls off the checks 
on baggage; and reads the prayers as though in 
haste to get through them, or prays in such. words as 
may come to his lips when he attempts to lead the 
congregation in a listless way, as one performing an 
irksome task, he is open to criticism. But the Mas- 
ter’s words were, “Go preach.” 

Congregations should demand preaching that mani- 
fesis the truth to the conscience, interests the mind, 
and moves the heart. 


Some men who give instructiun seém to 
know nothing about preaching. A few years 
ago we read the following in a religious (?) 
denominational newspaper, which we will not 
name, lest we do it harm: 

A famous librarian, not long since deceased, was 
accustomed to say offan able professor and a some- 
what distinguished preacher that in listening to his 
sermons one could not help feeling that the profes- 
sor had not read a book written within forty years. 
The sermon itself was faultlessly constructed. It 
was full of good thought. Passages in it were elo- 
quent, delivery was. forceful. and - attractive, but 
there was no hint of sympathy with modern thought 
or modern movements. ‘The sermon might have been 
preached as appropriately before the -Civil War as 
after it. 

This distinguished editor, we are very sure, 
considers himself “up to date,” but..probably 
has not had a conversion under his»ministry 
for thirty years. It is net “up to date”. preéach- 
ing that is successful, but preaching’ that is © 
up to Christ, and reaches the -uman heart; 
that is saturated with the Gospel; that is in- 
fluenced bythe Holy Spirit. When the editor 
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said that the’ preacher’s “sermon, might have 
been preached as appropriately before the Civil 
War, as after it,” he seemed to be ignorant of 
the faet that Jesus’ sermons, preached two 
thousand years ago are still useful. Such an 
editor cannet give advice to any advantage 
comparing with that spoken of in the following 
from the Detroit Free Press: 

There is a distinguished divine in Detroit who took 
some advice from the church janitor the other day 
that he would have resented from any other member 
of his congregation or attendant at his services. 

“He’s an old man of very decided views,” relates 
the minister. “He is loyal beyond compare and takes 
an interest in the church that many other members 
might weil emulate. He is also a militant follower 
of the cross and has no hesitancy in kicking tres- 
passers off the church sward if they stop to argue 
about the order of their going. I was working in 
my study at the church the other day when he en- 
tered without knocking-and squared himself in front 
of me to criticise a series of sermons I was preach- 
ing that strongly urged right living as well as right 
profession. I had borne down pretty hard on some 
worldly weakness. 

“ ‘See here, doctor,’ said the caller, ‘you must let 
up a leetle on that preachin’ of yours. You're givin’ 
it to ’em too strong right on the go in. I’ve been 
watchin’ the congregation and there’s an awful lot 
of squirmin’ ’round and nudgin,’ and it hain’t ’cause 
they feel funny, either.’ 

“I’m not trying to be amusing.’ 

“‘T know that, but they hain’t used to havin’ it 
give so straight and so fast. Work ’em up to it 
gradual. Don’t stun ’em so they can’t think without 
gettin’ mad. Git ’em to goin’ ’long with you, and 
then give ’em thunder and lightnin’, doctor. You 
ean take my word fur it, fur I was watchin’ church 
congregations when you was a chile,’ 

“IT re-wrote the rest of that series.” 

OrHER Marrers OF GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
—In Pennsylvania a man _ was_ stoned 
to death after a quarrel on_ religious 
questions at a dance. The Illinois legislature 
seems to favor the public ownership of public 
utilities, where they are of the nature of 
monopolies. Miss Helen Gould receives 200 
begging letters daily. Friction in the new 
Panama Canal Commission is allayed by the 
decision of the Secretary of War that all the 
members of the Commission are of equal rank, 
and decisions are to be made by majority vote. 
Russian soldiers interfered, preventing Jews 
from protecting themselves in the late riots 
or massacres, in which forty or 200 Jews 
(reports differing) were killed. Some writers 
contend that the present strike in Chitago is 
the beginning of the war between capital and 
labor. Bosh! The vested choir of the Epis- 
copal church at North Plainfield, Mass., desert- 
ed (togs and all) to the First M. E. church of 
that place for—more $$$$. Important em- 
ployees on the Panama Canal have the yellow 
fever: the fault of United States control. Yet 
we tried to make trouble with Cuba about an 
imported case or two in that island. The 
majority of the preshyteries of the Cumberland 
Presbyterians have voted for the union with 
the Presbyterian church. If effected, this adds 
200,000 members to the latter body. But liti- 
gation is in prospect; some of the “Cumber- 
lands” claiming that the property is theirs. 
Bigelow, who stole more than $1,500,000 of 
the First National Bank of Milwaukee, and 
who has not denied it, is nét in jail. Nota 
director of the Iriquois theater has been pun- 
ished, nor of the General Slocum. In _ the 
Chicago strike litigation it has been proved 
that the employers paid deputy sheriffs and 
policemen as -well as armed them for. service 
in the public streets. School children are on 
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strike on account of the delivery of coal at 
the school building by strike-breakers. 2,300 
parishes. of the Episcopal church last year 
did not give anything to missions. The Bap- 
tists and Free Baptists are still negotiating 
for union. The gift of the Mikado of Japan 
of $5,000 to the Y. M. C. A. attracts comment 
favorable both to the monarch and to the so- 
ciety. Vice President’ Fairbanks Selected a 
$500 inkstand for his office at the Capitol. In 
the Philippines, General Wood fought the 
Moros for two weeks, killing 300 and losing 
seven killed and sixteen wounded. The Moro 
survivors are said to be surrounded. President 
Roosevelt again announces that he will not be 
a candidate for re-election. There are eleven 
bankers in the Ohio penitentiary. The United 
Brethren General Conference discussed the 
question of union with the Congregationalists 
and Methodist Protestants, and very strong 
opposition developed. Washington Gladden 
spoke vigorously for the measure. In order to 
save the proposition apparently, the advocates 
of the measure forced an adjournment. But 
they claim to be the majority. Our predic- 
tions are coming true. In the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention a vigorous battle to change the 
name of the incorporated body resulted in 
vote not to change it. The duty of the Chris- 
tians, our own brotherhood dsnominationally, 
now is to put men into office that are faithful, 
that are known to be faithful,*that will pro- 
tect our property and all our enterprises, and 
carry on our various undertakings in such a 
way as to publish and build up the Christian 


‘principles for which we stand. Our colleges, 


schools and churches should not be officered 
in such a way as to be nurseries and feeders 
for sectarianism. Our business now is to at- 
tend to “the King’s business;” not that of the 
sects. They have no claim on us. 





Lct-Us Be Simply Christians. 


When the Christians return to the “ancient 
landmarks,” to the issues on which their great 
triumphs were won, they will renew their phe- 
nomenal victories. We have no right to cater 
to sectarianism, nor to the sects. 

The noise that of late years has been 
made by those who would make the Chris- 
tians a little 7 by 9 sect, or turn us over, un- 
der the plea of union, to a sect whose adhe- 
rents are asking for a better way, is grotesque- 
ly out of proportion to their numbers or 
achievements. Our strong churches have not 
been established and built up on admiration 
for creeds or sectarian names. 

In order io win, the Christians must be 
Christians; Christian in doctrine, and Chris- 
tian in character. We must make no com- 
promise with error nor its symbols. We must 
fight them ever. We must be as determined 
as was Jesus, who denounced bitterly ‘the over- 
laying of God’s law with traditions. Denomi- 
national consolidation has had its innings: in 
New Jersey and Cincinnati, with the Adven- 
tists; at Jacksonville, with the Disciples; at 
Plymouth, Pa., with the Disciples; at Yellow 
Springs and Meadville, with the Unitarians; 
at Covington, with the Christian Union de- 
nomination; in New York and New England, 
with the Free Baptists; ig New England with 
the Congregationalists; in. Michigan, with the 
Congregationalists; at Pittsburg, with the 
three, who affirmed the creeds of all of them. 
In no case was there a genuine union effected : 
for when it comes it must be simply Chris- 
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tian; just as the three bodies of our OWn peo- 


ple came together; and just as the Christians, 


who had been divided on the slavery question, 
came together at Haverhill. We came together 
simply as Christians, and because we were 
simply Christians. 

That is what Jesus means in his prayer, 


that we might be one, as he and his Father - 


are one. They are one, not by organizing 
union, but because they are both good, both 
divine, with common purposes, and with com- 
mon love. They are not one person,-not one 
God, not one Godhead; but they are one as 
Christians may be one; simply Christians, 
with common purpose and love; not one per- 
son, not one man, not one organization; but 
one as the Father and the Son are one. 

Let us try to be simply Christians; that 
will win. Those who would cater to the sects 
have had their day., It does not build up the 
local churches, nor purify Christendom. | 

Sectarianism is as dangerous as it ever 
was, notwithstanding the triumphs of the 
simple gospel in the last hundred years: it 
corrupted Christianity in the beginning, and 
will again. The same causes produce the 
same effects. Let us be simply Christians.

Stability of the Christians. 
BY REV. ALEX. CLAPP. 


In the HrraLp or Gosret Liserty for. April 
20, 1905, in one of the Field Notes I find a 
statement as follows: “The doctrine of the 
Christians is the doctrine of Jesus. They fel- 
lowship all his followers; they follow him as 
they see him, and do not allow themselves to 
be encompassed and fettered by the theology 
of a sect.” If this be true, what was it that 
shook the Christians from center to circumfer- 
ence at the time of the convention at Newmar- 
ket, Ontario? What has given so many men 
and a few churches such a Congregationalistic 
fever if the Christians “do not xllow them- 
selves to be encompassed and fetiered by the 
theology of a sect?” 

What is the matter with the Christian 
church in Marion, Indiana, and the one in 
New Bedford, Mass? Are they tot fettered 
with the theology of a sect? 

Why is it that the Christian church of Ran- 
dolph, Vermont, is taking steps to unite with 
the Congregationalists and to convey its prop- 
erty to the same? And why are ministers of 
the Christian church going to the sects, and 
others pulling that way? 

Churches and preachers go to the sects be- 
cause they prefer sectism to the principles 
of the Christians. They do allow themselves 
to be encompassed and fettered by the theology 
of sect, for they cannot go to a sect church 
without practically accepting its theology and 
preaching it. The Bible is not their only rule 
of faith and practice, for they accept the creed. 
Christ is not their only great head of the 
church, for they must be governed by the pres- 
bytery. Christian is not the only name, for 
they must be designated by the sect name of 
tlie denomination to which they belong. They 
turn away from every principle of the Chris- 
tians, because they are encompassed and fet- 
tered by the theology of a sect. 

Men talk about the principle of union; but 
for the sake of a so-called principle of union 
they forsake some of the very highest principles 
of the kingdom of God. Too many persons al- 
low themselves to become fettered with the 
doctrine of the sects and lose much nf their 
conscience in their religion. 

A religionist without a real Christian con- 
science may be easily fettered with that that 
is loved more than principle.

Sometimes in the hot and dusty mid-Summer 
of a great town those of us who were brought 
up in the country have a little vision of some 
sweet, cool, rustic scene that belonged to our 
childhood days. It seems to have been so with 
Jesus. Only a little while before his crucifix- 
ion he was standing in one of the courts of 
the Temple. It was a hot day in April. The 
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moral atmosphere, too, was sultry, as before a 
thunderstorm. The antagonism of the Phari- 
sees grew fiercer. They were like hounds that 
have come in sight of their prey. Tears must 
have come into the eyes of Jesus and choked 
his utterance as he recalled a scene which often 


-he saw when a child in eool, distant Nazareth 


nestling ameng the hills. He sees a mother 
hen gathering up her brood. He says: “How 
often would 1 have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings and ye would not!” 

The Pharisees were all the time opposing 
Christ. How resentful it makes us feel to have 
our best laid plans, especially when they are 
innocent and even charitable, maliciously and 
persistently thwarted ; us when, in ny boyhood, 
I was once peacefully fishing on the green bank 
of a river, and one of the larger boys who hated 
me came along and trampled under foot the 
fish I had caught and kicked then back. into 
the deep rurning water. It was a part of 
Christ’s suffering for us that he sheuld be con- 
stantly oppssed. And yet he kept sweet. He 
seemed to blossom in winter. The frosty air 
of suspicion and hate evoked his sweetest ut- 
terances. He could never give uw» trying to 
win even the Pharisves over to his cause. We 
are apt to misjudge them. We couut them all 
hypocrites. But there were some noble speci- 
mens among the Pharisees. After all they 
monopolized most_uf *he moral earnestness that 

there was iu the Jewish nation.- And it is pa- 

thetic to trace all through his ministry Christ’s 
persistent aud fruiti-ss endeavor io gain their 
support. 

Fresh from his baptism and from the warm 
fellowship of his newly-made disciples in the 
valley of the Jordan, the young Rabbi came 
up to Jerusalem and for the first time struck 
against the conservatism of a great city; like 
one, who, while swimming through a lake, 
the surface of which is warmed by the sun’s 
rays, suddenly encounters a section of water 
that has been chilled by an icy spring issuing 
from the bottom of the lake. In Jerusalem 
he meets the freezing opposition of the Phari- 
sees. He converses with Nicodemus, a strik- 
ing contrast to John and James and Peter 
and Phillip. Christ at once feels the strength 
of the barrier that is to be broken down. There 
must be a new kind of people before his truth 
will find acceptance. Men must be born all 
over again. How patiently throughout the 
night watches he addresses himself to the task 
of answering the objections of the old, cau- 
tious and conservative Pharisee! 

A little later in Galilee another Pharisee in- 
vites him to dinner, in order that he may guage 
the spirit of the new teacher. A woman comes 
in from the street and bathes the feet of Christ 
with tears of contrition, and drying them with 
her hair she proceeds to anoint them with very 
precious ointment. How offensive all this was 
to the cold. fastidious host. It seemed to hap- 
pen at just the wrong time. The Pharisee will 
now surely be forever repelled from Jesus. 
But our Lord gently addresses himself again 
to the task of winning over a Pharisee. He re- 
lates the parable of the two debtors, and in 
this simple story he shields the poor woman, 
justifies himself. for his interest in outcasts, 


_and shows his host, as in a glass, what kind 


of a man the Pharisee is. 
‘ Indeed the single thread of thought upon 
which are strung all three of the pear] parables 
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found in the fifteenth chapter of St. Luke, is 
Christ’s craving ‘for the sympathy of the Phari- 
sees ‘in--his self-imposed task of redeeming the 
lost. All the doctrines of grace involved in 
that triology. of parables are purely incidental. 
To the very last he could not give up hope of 
melting down Pharisaic opposition: If a 
shepherd loses one sheep and finds it again, he 


’ brings it home rejoicing; and his joy is sure 


to awaken a response in the hearts of the other 
shepherds, and they will come and rejoice with 
him because he has found the sheep that was 
lost. A woman who has’ lost a: sixpence and 


found it-again does not'need a‘ second time to- 


invite her neighbors to come in to talk the mat- 
ter all over with her and to share her joy.. But 
Christ intimates that his joy in redeeming the 
worst off, kindles no response of sympathy in 
the hearts of the Pharisees. He has to go far 
afield, even to Heaven itself; in search of those 
who will rejoice ‘with him in the task of re- 
deeming the lost. “You, the religious teachers 
of the people, take no interest in saving out- 
casts, but there is joy in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner that repenteth.” 

What is this but a cry to the Pharisees for 
response and sympathy in his redemptive work. 
He clings to the hope that he can still bring 
them to his side. With matchless gentleness 
and tact he portrays the picture of the Prodi- 


gal Son.’ The Pharisees listen with breathless . 


interest as he traces the downward steps of 
degradation by which the lost son arrives at 
last at the position of the hireling to a for- 
eign master. “Ah!” thought the Pharisee, 
“that surely means the miserable publican who 
is collecting taxes from us for the Roman 
state.” In all this part of ‘the parable, Christ 
has the Pharisee on his side. But the scene 
changes. The Prodigal is welcomed home. 


Then there steals into the story the figure of’ 


the Elder Son in whose lovelessness toward 
his brother and lack of sympathy with his 
father the Pharisee saw himself depicted in un- 
mistakable colors. The parable of the Prodi- 
gal Son is the culmination of Christ’s persist- 
ent life-long effort to win the Pharisees. He 
was doomed to fail, yet he persisted. He was 
like Jeanne D’Arec, of whom it is said that her 
brayest deed was to go on fighting, knowing 
certainly that her English foes.would take her 
—they who had often threatened to burn her. 
Christ was. unsparing in his denunciation of 
the Pharisees, but his invective seemed always 
to melt with pathos. How often would I have 
gathered you! He kept. sweet. He never lost 
the feeling of motherliness even toward those 
who would none of him. | 
Theodore Parker used to pray: .“O God, our 
Father, and our Mother, too.” Christ in whom 
dwelt the fulness of God was not wanting in 
motherliness. We must not resort to Mariol- 
atry. In Christ we find all that sympathy and 
tenderness. that belong to the name of mother. 
I. suppose one never engages in any kind of 
missionary work. without a sense of solitude. 
Too often he is chilled by the indifference even 
of his fellow-Christians.. In some cities it is 
a misdemeanor to feed sparrows. If you ‘try 
to do good to the worst off, you will often find 
yourself working alone. .In such unsympa- 
thetic: environment one needs much of '' the 
gentleness and persistence of him of whom it 
was written: “He will not-ery nor lift up his 
voice, and he’wiil not fail. nor be Peccatage: 7 
Chicago, Tllinofs. 


The Situation: in New England. 
BY REV. M. \W. BORTHWICK.') > 


Some recent statements concerning the con- 
dition of our churches in New England, their 
needs and future prospects, have created the 


impression that new and alarming conditions: 


have developed there, which call for radical 
remedy. Having lived in New England nine 
years, and visited nearly every church as 
Field Secretary, I know something of their 
ability and their relation to other churches. 
It has been said that there are seventy-seven 
churches of our, people ‘in New England that 
must have missionary aid if they continue to 
exist. Fifteen of these are said to be in the 
bounds of the R. I. and’ Massachusetts Confer- 
ence, and’ in need of from three hundred to 
tive hundred dollars each per annum. 

If these statements are correct, the situation 
is serious, indeed. Our own people cannot be 
expected to afford aid to that extent. It is 
said that the money to keep these churches open 
must be secured by our own denomination or 


by some other. It would then seem that the’ 


only remedy is to turn these seventy or more 
churches over to someone else to care for! 


But this is no new thing that has come upon . 


us. Conditions have not greatly changed for 
the last ten years. And of the seventy-seven 
churches that pay a salary of less than six 
hundred dollars and parsonage, there - are 
twenty-one or more that have no existence ex- 


cept on paper. ‘A number of these never had . 


a meeting-house. If some of them ever had 


a real organization they have none now. 


Should these nominal organizations have 
from three hundred to ‘five hundred dollars 


yearly, and be turned over''to another dehdim- - 
ination to secure it? ‘ In some of thesé places’ 
the ‘field is now fully occupied by others. Of 


the balance..of the seventy-seven there’ are 
many that would object to receiving mission- 
ary help, saying, “We have always supported 
ourselves, and are still able to do so, and do 
not propose to make paupers of ourselves.” 
Furthermore, there are many churches that 
could join with others. For instanée, Bonney 
Street and Spruce Street formerly united in 


the .support of a pastor. Through failure ‘to 


continue that plan ‘this year, one is’ unable to 
live a pastor, unless it is turned over to an- 
other denomination! 

'Fhere are sixty-five thousand dollars in truc. 


funds held by thirty-three of the New England 


churches. This money was given by conse- 
crated Christians for the support of Christian 
churches. Have we any right to give it away? 

It is true that something should be done. 
Some one should have the advisory guidance of 
the churches, so that they may be sustained. 
He should look out men who can and will 
serve the churches to profit, and ‘see to it that 


. churches like Bonney Street are ‘not left with- 


out pastors. The people are not unwilling to 
support a field secretary. They see the need 
of the arrangement and know its worth. I 
canvassed most of the New Engtand churches 
twiee, some of them three-times, for the sup- 
port of the work. Each time as a rule, they 
gave more than the previous time. The first 
fourteen months I raised-in cash $1,097.98. 
The last fourteen months I raised $1,795.19. 
That did not look like forsaking the support 
of the Field Secretary, did it? The vast major- 
ity of the people were in favor of the Field 
Sectetary work, and ‘rejoiced in the ‘churches 
saved (at least ten that were supposed ‘to 


“be lost to us); in pastors secured for. pastor- 


~ less churches, (at Jeast forty were.secured.,di;, 
rectly through: the.work.,of the Field: Secre, 
tary); in souls. saved and, debts, cleared. from 
various churches, and many,other things which 
made the »churches look hopefully. ,. forward. 
But there "es those. who, pressed upon; the 
New England» Convention; that, the ,churches 
must.not only, pay a Field Seeretary,; but, that 
that officer. must, assis? in carrying the Messen, 
ger, and, raise bésides. $1,000 each for the, La. 
conia and Bogle Street Churches, When. this 
sum was not realized, _ they . apportioned, , it, to, 
the churches, When this also proves a fail, 
ure, they must give up the Field Secretary, 
and turn these churches over to another, 4e, 
nomination! But had we “used our stren 

for building up , our churches, and if We had, 
not overloaded the Field. Secretary's office, 
nor spent our time in magnifying our weakness, 
and in telling how much we ne 
we should have oe stronger and accomplished 
more for God.

Il, HAVE WE ANY GOOD AUTHORITY FOR. CON- 


_, SIDERING CHRIST DIVINE? 
BY. IVAN. PANIN. 

To: answer ‘the question as it stands it would 
be necessary, to know what: the questioner means 
by “divine.” : Is Christ God? Yes; according 
to the,Bible, but then the Hebrew word Elohim 
and the Greek word .theos..are used in the 
Bible for other. than what we consider nowa- 
days divine beings. And so we might go on 
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for years discussing the question metaphysical- 
ly, and yet precisely where the metaphysical 
theologians have been for centuries ; namely,— 
nowhere, — 

The gist of the question, however, is or 
shonld be, Is Jesus Christ, according to the 
Bible,-entitled to the same honors which God 
claims for himself, and is jealous that none 
other should get? This I take to be the real 
question at issue, and the only practical one 
for the Christian. We can all be well content 
with ignorance as to the exact nature and sub- 
stance of the Son; as to the exact relation be- 
tween the Father and the Son; but none of us 
can afford to be ignorant as to our duty to 
Christ and God. If we give Christ more than 
his due, we rob God; if we give him less than 
his due, we surely rob Christ. To how much 
worship, if any at all, Christ is entitled is 
thus really the sole question of importance 
when his “divinity” is discussed- 

Now according to the Bible men are clearly 
forbidden to be, worshiped; for if any men 
ever deserved worship, it was the. apostles. 
Yet when Paul was about to be worshiped, be- 
cause he was taken by the heathen Lystrians for 
their, god Mercury, he was frightened at even 
the thought of their giving to.man what be- 
longed only to God. | “Sirs, why do ye these 
things... We also are only men, of like passions 
with, you!” he remonstrated. And when 
Cornelius falls down before Peter and wor- 
ships him, Peter protests: “Stand up, for I 
myself am only a man!” 

But if mere men are not to be given divine 
honors, perhaps angels. might be given them. 
But here, too, thongh the: Apostle John had no 
light; thereon jup. to, his. old age, he was given 
light at last to-teach succeeding ages, that wor- 
ship is. not to.be given even to angels. He fell 
down. to worship before the feet of the angel, 
but he saith unto him, “See thou do it not. I 
am only a fellow-servant with thee. * * * * 
Worship only God!” 

On the last page of the book of God it is thus 
taught specially by, the angel that God alone 
is.to be worshiped, even as our Lord himself 
hath. already told ‘the adversary: “Get thee 
hence, Satan; for it is written, Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve.” 

So. careful was even our Lord, when address- 

ed as mere man, to permit nothing applied to 
him that belonged to God, that when he was 
addressed as“Good Master,” he answered, “Why 
callest thou me good? None is good, save one, 
God!” . 
It is thus clear that in the Bible no one is 
permitted to receive worship unless he be God ;. 
and. God in the special sense of being far above 
man, far above angels even. 

But while in the days of his flesh the Lord 
refused even the title of “good,” as long as he 
was approached as a mere,man, as a mere “Mas- 


_ ter,” he again and again accepts those divine 


honors which the apostles refused to accept, 
which even the angel refused to accept.. When 
he is addressed by the leper not as a mere Mas- 
ter (Teacher) but-as. Lord, and is worshiped as 
such, the Lord Jesus—accepts the worship, in- 
stead of saying: Worship only God! The Ca- 
pernaum centurion worships him and he -re- 
ceives the worship. The disciples in the boat, 
as they: behold him still the wind. by a word, 
worship him, and without question. He does 
not say with Peter, “I am only a man,” or with 
Paul, “I am of like passions with you,” or with 
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the angel, “See thou do it not; worship only 
God!’ He accepts their worship... The: Syro- 
phenecian woman worships him; the mother 
of the sons of Zebedee worships him ; the Gera- 
sene demoniac, as if to remove any doubt as to 
his paying him divine honors, worships him ex- 
pressly with the cry, “Thou Son of the Most 
High God!” and our Lord accepts: the worship.. 
The blind man, just cast out from the synagogue, 
did not worship. him when his eyes: were open- , 
ed. But when the Lord himself tells him that 
he stands before the Son of God (or with West- 
colt and Hart, the Son of Man, but the sense-be- 
ing the same, since the Messiah, for which “Son 
of Man” stands, was accepted to be the. unique 
Son of Ged) he worships the Christ, and the 
Christ dcss not set him aright as to the need 
of worshiping only God..: And when. Peter on 
beholding the divinity of his Lord falls down at 
his feet, and confesses that in the presence. of 
the Holy One he who is. only a sinful man,.is 
unfit to abide, and cries out, “Depart from me!’, 
the Lord dees not rebuke him for such other- 
wise rash exaltation of him. 

The American Revisers. take pains to point 
out in a note that the Greek word for “worship” 
is applied to honors paid both to man as well 
as to God; they make that distinction on, the 
strength of what I suspect is a mere misappre- 
hension on their part. Be that as it may. In 
at least some of the examples given above, the 
Lord clearly accepted not human honors, but 
divine worship without protest. 

Even while on earth he. claimed to forgive 
sins. In accepting worship from men, he at 
least in this respect placed himself on a level 
with God; in forgiving sins, he made himself 
equal with God in an additional matter., For 
be it understood, that the priests could not for- 
give sins; all they could do was to declare 
God’s forgiveness, when his conditions for for- 
giveness had been complied with; and our Lord 
was not even a priest, for he was from the tribe 
of Judah. He did become our high priest, but 
not until he ascended to God. Yet he already 
forgave sins on earth before he was high priest. 
In claiming authority to give life to whom- 
soever he will, he makes himself equal with 
God in ene other respect. He nowhere indeed 
claims to have: any. power or authority but 
what is derived from the Father. But once 
thus given that power, he unhesitatingly claims 
it as his own, and equal with that of the 
Father, just as an earthly emperor, though ob- 
taining his authority from another emperor, 
becomes his equal, when once he is named by 
him as his associate ruler. 

Hence, after the resurrection, he unhesitat- 
ingly declares that all authority in hea ven and 
on earth hath been delivered unto him, and he 
is no longer the one next to the Father, though 


with a long interval, but on a level 
with the Father, by commanding bap- 
tism to be made not unto the ‘three 


names of Father, Son and Holy Spirit, but 
unto the One name of the three; so that “My 
Father and I are One” is not a mere simile, 


but a statement’ of fact as to authority as 
well as to purpose. Hence it is that where 
the Son of God commends his spirit: into the 


- hands of the Father, Stephen, while filled with 


the Holy Spirit, commends his spirit not-into 
the hands of the Father of all spirits of flesh, 
but “Lord Jesus, receive my spirit.”. 
Accordingly, his place in the heavens is not 
at some respectful distance from the .throne 
of glory, as of some highly honoréd but infe- 
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rior hen; but. at. the. place of honor, at the 
right hand of God, as his Equal. 

And as if to remove all doubt hereon, our 
Lord himself even in the days of hig flesh an- 
nounced in John 5:22 that it was God’s pur- 
pose that “all should honor the ‘Son EVEN -As 
they honor the father.” (Only kathos; that 
is kata (h)o08.—EDpitor. 

And Paul clearly teaches that till at least 
1,000 years are ended the Father delights, as 
it were, in leaving all authority to the Son; 
joying as it were in this exaltation of the 
Son because he hath chosen to humble him- 
self. 

I understand therefore the Bible to teach 
that at least in the exercise of authority the 
Lord Jesus is in every respect the equal of 
the Father, at least till after the 1,000. years 
of Revelation 20, and that meanwhile God is 
highly pleased that men honor the Son even 
as they honor the Father. For all practical 
purposes I therefore consider the Lord Jesus 
the equal (“the fellow,” as Scripture has it 
in one place) of the Father; and feel there- 
fore justified in applying to him the terms 
“divine,’. and “God” in exactly the same 


sense as they are applied to the Father.

Christian Charity vs. Church Charity. 
The distinction between charity for individ- 
uals—Christian charity—and charity for de- 
nominations requiring as condition of member- 
ship conformity to a certain questionable and 
questioned code of doctrine, seems a matter not 
considered or comprehended by a large number 
of our brotherhood, even the doctors and 
teachers of the law. The one, charity for in- 
dividuals, respect for their honest opinions and 
convictions, is a positive command of God; 
“Let every one be fully persuaded in his own 
mind,” “Whatsoever is not of faith is sin,” 
and hundreds of other similar declarations. 
Every one possessing that God-attribute, called 
reason, has a right to his opinions of Scripture, 
or, for that matter, to his opinions against 
Seripture,(though such a one seems out of 
place in an organization based on the Holy 
Seriptures.) On the other hand, charity for 
a denomination claiming to be established by 
Christ, while at the same time it bars from 
membership his followers is not only unwar- 
ranted by Scripture, but positively forbidden. 
This is true whether the word charily be taken 
in its more common modern meaning of tol- 
eration, or respect for, or, in its more Scrip- 
tural significance of love toward. Sectarian- 
ism gives the lie to the Word of God, and is 
a standing monument of blasphemy against 
the prayer of Christ. Did Chfist when on 
earth show charity toward the Scribes and 
Pharisees, who were teaching the doctrines and 
commandments of men instead of the law of 
Moses? Turn and read his address to them 
in the twenty-third chapter of Matthew. Were 
Christ to come to earth to-day, would he pastor 
a church that refuses fellowship to his follow- 
ers? That has substituted other doctrines and 
other language for his own? Were his words 
meaningless when he said, “In vain do they 
worship me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men?” “Did the “wise man” 
speak foolishness when he put as the. climax 
of “the seven abominations” against the Lord, 
“He that soweth discord among brethren?” 
Charity fer institutions so clearly forbidden 
and. so strongly anathematized by the Word of 
God! On the contrary, no church has a scrip- 
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tural right even to exist that by its creed or 
doctrine shuts out a single Christian. : 
_ The only argument for the existence of this 
evil is the fact that it does exist, which is 
equally conclusive with reference to all other 
evils. If it be cited that great and good men 
have belonged to these denominations, that, 
too, is an. argument that will apply with equal 
force to every other institution of wrong; and 
by the same logic we may prove the use of to- 
bacco right because President Grant smoked 
cigars; or we may justify the saloon by citing 
that Lincoln, when a young man, clerked in a 
country grocery where Kentucky whiskey was 
sold; or we may prove the institution of slav- 
ery moral, righteous, just, because the great 
and good Washington was a slave owner. But, 
no.. “To err is human,” and the institution 
built upon the errors of great and good men 
may be just as corrupt as that built upon the 
teachings of evil men. Lut why trust’ erring 
human reason, when we have an authority that 
does not err? Why ask, “What saith man?” 


when we have an equal right to ask, “What. 


saith Scripture?” Has that holy, zealous band, 
known simply as Christians, forgotten -its 
first love, and shall we cast in our lot with 
that mighty torrent that is undermining 
Christian faith and that is destined, sooner or 
later, to dash itself with all its contents over 
the precipice of destruction, or shall we stand 
upon that Rock, whose foundations can never 
be undermined ?

The ehurch numbers 222 members. In 1890 
it was 111, having doubled in the last fifteen 
years. During the eight years of the present 
pastor’s work 121 members have been received, 
twenty-seven have died and thirty-four have 
been dismissed or dropped from the roll. The 
Sunday-school has an average attendance of 
31, The Endeavor society numbers fifty-four 
active and ten associate members. Two mem- 
bers have died during the year. The Junior 
society numbers twenty-one. Over $60 raised 
for missionary -work. A missionary library 
has been purchased. The Womans’ Foreign 
Society have sent to the Missionary Board 
$100. The Ladies’ Circle numbers’ twenty- 
seven members. “The King’s Daughters” num- 
ber nineteen and they have been active in good 
works. The treasurer, George H. Bartlett, re- 
ported receipts of $2,077, with payments of 
$1,987.42. Resolutions expressive of the desire 
of the church for the present pastor to con- 
tinue his work were adopted, and an expres- 
sion of sympathy on the death of Rev. Edward 
A. Hainer, a former pastor of the church, was 
also adopted. The one-hundredth anniversary 
of the chyrch will occur April 6, 1906, and 
the observance of the event was left to the 
standing committee with full powers. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected for the ensuing 
year: President, Charles W. Wodburn; clerk, 
William D. Stearns; treasurer, Charles H. Pet- 
tinghill; superintendent of Sunday-school, Ed- 
ward Dejadon; deacon for five years, John K.

A Good Pastor. 

We have plenty of good preachers, but all 
too few good pastors. Plenty of men who are 
“invisible six days in the week, and incompre- 
hensible on the seventh,” but not many who 
care with all diligence for the flock of God, 
over which the Holy Ghost hath made them 
overseer. I do not mean by pastor, a preacher, 
who, with Bible under his arm, his Sunday 
sermons unprepared, and the Sunday school 
lesson unstudied, goes from house to house, and 
calls it “pastoral visiting.” The house to 
house visitation is commendable when done 
for the purpose of spiritual instruction*or edi- 
fication -in righteousness, but we all have 
reason to believe that in much of the house to 
house visiting, there is neither spiritual in- 
struction or edification in rightousness. By pas- 
tor I mean one to whom God has given the spir- 
itual oversight of the flock, and whose warm- 
hearted sympathy brings him into actual and 
helpful contact with his flock. I know there 
is much required of a pastor, and Paul himself 
would fall short when measured by the de- 
mands of some of our churches; but ordinarily 
there is not too much required of the pastor. 
I should venture to say that he should be a 
man, profoundly religious, one in whom the 
spirit of the eternal God dwells. He should 
have an abiding faith in God, and great confi- 
dence in his people. He should study the 
Bible, his sermons, and his parishioners. He 
should be given much to prayer and meditation. 
He should be optimistic, and interpret God 
and his truth to the conscience of his hearers. 
He should be pointed in his preaching, gentle 
in his manner and forceful in his delivery. He 
should be honest with himself, dress becoming- 
ly, and adapt himself to the circumstances of 
life in which he moves. He _ should con- 
vince himself and his people that he is in the 
ministry because God has called him there. 
He should forget himself in service, but re- 
member himself in prayer. He should have a 
deep, but easily quickened sympathy, so that 
the interests of others would quickly become 
his own. He should approve tne right, and con- 
demn the wrong. He should never pander to 
the popular sentiment of the age for the sake 
of popularity, or deviate from the truth for 
the glory of applause. He should keep his 
heart warm, his head cool, and live much with 
the young life of his flock. He should minister 
to the aged and infirm with all attention and 
tenderness. He should be found at the bed- 
side of the sick, and in the homes of the poor. 
His funeral sermons should be neither long 
nor logical, but full of tender mention of the 
dead and sweet sympathy for the living. He 
should have a sunshiny spirit, a word of cheer, 
and a word of sorrow, too, for those who need 
them. He should be apt to teach, having clear- 
ness and conciseness of expression and great 
sarnestness. He should have a keen sense of 
humor, and be able to see the ridiculous side 
of things. He should be a sociable good fel- 
low at all times, especially when he mingles 
with his people in any. of their social gather- 
ings. He should welcome strangers to his ser- 
vice, his heart, and his home. He should be

prompt and regular in all his duties to the 
Sunday-school, the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety, and all other organizations and services 
with which the young people and children have 
to do., He should be able to engage with the 
children in all their harmless recreations. 
He should be tactful in his, work, pleasant in 
his demeanor, and at all times considerate of 
others’ rights and happiness. He should haye 
a fervent missionary spirit, a toleration for 
those who differ from him, and a great respect 
for the opinions and practices’ of other 
churches. He should be public spirited, work- 
ing against all forms of vice and intemperance, 
the saloons, the gambling dens, and all other so- 
cial evils, and, working for ali civil and moral 
reforms. He should be given to hospitality, faith- 
ful in all things, honest in his dealings, and 
honorable in his character. He should be or- 
derly, patient, sober-minded, and a daily ex- 
ample to his flock in all godliness and deal- 
ings. He should be deeply spiritual, fearless 
and practical; a good story teller, a fair con- 
versationalist, a patient listener, and unphar- 
isaical enough to enjoy some things that other 
people enjoy. “Grace, grit and gumption” are 
always required of the pastor, and should be 
possessed in the fullest measure. He should 
not be a lover of money, but he should see that 
his salary is paid and all the collections taken. 
He should be educated in the things of God 
and man; not easily discouraged, broad mind- 
ed, gallant and brave. He should possess a 
good degree of executive ability, and manifest 
great care and good judgment in the manage- 
ment of the Lord’s business. He should de- 
nounce evil with a fearless open voice, and 
approve the good with tender, loving sym- 
pathy. He should not preach to please the 
people, but to please God, and should be in- 
spired with a love for souls. He should be a 
man of high hopes and unquestioned personal 
purity, willing always to undertake the im- 
possible, if God so commands. He should look 
for good in others and seek to bring it out and 
utilize it for the glory of God. He should be 
a teacher, a counsellor, a friend, and an ex- 
ample in all things.

That Letter. 


The following letter, which was mailed 
some two weeks ago to about six hundred of 
our Christian churches, is self-explanatory. 
We give it here as it is possible that in this 
way it may reach some church or pastor who 
has not yet taken the foreign mission. offering, 
and who has not in any other way been remind- 
ed that he has forgotten (?) to join hands 
with the loyal and faithful brethren in obey- 
ing Christ’s command to preach the gospel to 
every creature by taking the offering to help 
“send” those who can and _ will “go” and 
preach the gospel in the “regions beyond.” We 
are doing our best that every pastor, church 
and individual Christian may know that he 
is called upon to make an offering for foreign 





missions, so that all may have the knowledge 





and the privilege of contributing. Oh, breth- 


ren, brethren; do you not want to have a part . 
in this blessed work of giving the gospel unto © 


those who have it not, that they may have a 
chance for salvation? 

Where the foreign mission offering has coe 
taken additions are now in order. Several 
churches whose offering was not as large as 
it might have been, or as they wish to make 
it, are now sending in additions thereto. One 
of the last of these received is $11.85 from a 
small village church in the hills of Pennsyl- 
vania to add to their collection of $25 previous- 
ly sent in. But to the letter: 


MISSION DEPARTMENT OF THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
FOREIGN MISSION OFFERING, 
Dear Co-worker for Christ :— 

We have not yet received an offering from your 
church in answer to the call sent out in February. 
It may be that the offering has been taken, and the 
church is just waiting to gather in from the delin- 
quents before sending it in; or that the church is 
just getting ready and expects to take it next Sun- 
day—or the next. If that is the case then this let- 
ter is not meant for you.. But we write for fear it 
has been overlooked, or for some local interest that 
has seemed to be more important, it has been crowded 
off. : 

It is true that every live church is busy all the 
time, and ought to be. But a church, as well as an 
individual, is very selfish if it lives and works for 
self alone... For its local interest the church has the 
whole year to work, while it is called upon but once 
a year for. a foreign mission collection. Besides, 
every church should feel under moral obligation to 
help sustain the general enterprises of the denom- 
ination, and especially so divine, so important a 
work as giving the gospel to the world. But we need 
not. take time to write this to you, as you Sanncene 
know all this as well as we. 

But surely you mean for your church to be in line 
with the brotherhood and place itself on reeord with 
a good offering, and we need only remind you that 
as yet no foreign mission offering has been sent in 
this year.

Another Sort of Reminder 


is that according to the re-adjustments made 
by the last General Convention, and by its 
Executive Board at its first meeting after the 
Norfolk Convention, all missionary money 
whether collections, personal contributions or 
otherwise, except that raised by the Woman’s 
Boards and Societies, should be sent direct 
to the mission treasurer. Prior to.the Norfolk 
Convention it was: the order that the two an- 
nual “calls” for missions, one for home and 
one for foreign, should be made by the Conven- 
tion Secretary, and that said collections should 
be sent to the Convention Secretary. But as 
yet some few do not seem to have understood 
about the change that was made; that the 
authorized Quadrennial missionary “calls” 
are to be made, and are being made, by the 
Mission Secretary, and that’ the missionary 
money is sent direct to the mission treasurer. 
If through lack of understanding it is sent to 
the Convention Secretary, of course he will 
forward it to the mission treasury; but as he 
receives it by check, draft, post-office or ex- 
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press orders, he must bank it, then check it 
out and send it, with accompanying letters of 
instruction, to.the mission treasurer. This 
imposes extra Tabor and expense on the Con- 
vention Secretary, and tiaturally, a more or 
less delay in the money reaching the mission 
treasury, from whence it is to be sent on its 
mission of helpfulness. 

Allow us to repeat: that while under the, 
present Convention plans, the collections for 
the Convention itself and the collections for 
education should be sent to the Convention 
Secretary, all moneys for missions, whether 
collectiéns or otherwise—except that which 
is raised by the Woman’s Roards and Societies 
—-should be sent direct to the mission treas- 
urer. , 


We should here add that in sending out the 
“calls”. we usually send blanks. to be used in 
remitting. These “calls,” however, are usually 
sent to the pastor or church clerk. We will 
take it as a favor if the person receiving these 
blanks, which are sent with other matters, 
would hand the’ remittance blank to the 
church treasurer or other Herson who is to 
remit the money. To use the blanks in remit- 
ting Will assist and save some time and labor 
of the office bookkeeper.

How Can Young Mén Be of Use to the 
Church Through the Y. P.S. C. E?

As the young man enters the Chris- 
tian Endeavor, he does’ so, let us hope, for 
work in the Master’s vineyard. Various com- 
mittees afford an abundant opportunity to 
work on all lines of Christian work. As a 
member of the Look-Out Conmittee, he strives 
to improve the society by an earnest lookout 
for its interest. As a stranger comes in, he 
extertds to him a hearty welcome of Jove, in- 
vites him to the church and seeks to do him 
=00d. He watches the troubled Christian as 
he toils through his_ troubles, points to the 
Burden Bearer and shows by personal ex- 
ample the possibilities of the Christian. He 
upholds his hands and seeks every means in 
his power to aid, strengthen and support in 
the spirit of Christ. As some weak Christian 
stumbles in the way he strives in gentleness 
and kindness to show the better way. Then 
again he is prayerful, watchful and ever alert 
to the work of the caise, and last but not 
least, is a co-worker with the pastor. 

The Temperance Committee next eizyages his 
attention. The question must be settled by our 
young people, “Shall we or shall we not de 
liver yearly thousands of our honest xoung 
people to this Moloch?” For.it is none other 
than Molech a second time and in a far more 
terrible form, for it kills the seui as well as 
che body. The awful consequences vi Kong Al- 
cohol are very apparent, subjecting is vic- 
tims to the most terrible tortures. ‘The Chris 
tian Endeavor sivives by every means in its 
nower to banish intemperance from the 'end 
and to restore those who have sunken low in 
the scale of human degradation and moral de- 
pravity, to come up higher and bask in the 
sunlight of God’s smiles. There is no otier 
way for the enthralled slave but to be cleansed 
from iniquity. The committee points to the 
Lamb of God, who cleanseth and redeemeth 
even the poor slaves who serve a more cruel 
taskmaster than did the Israelites in Egypt. 

The Social Conmittee extends hospitably 
its arms in welcome to the unconverted, but 
in so doing it endangers itself. It may be a 
good thing for the church and Christian En- 
deavor to meet together in a social meeting 
and thus. promote good fellowship; it may be 
conducive to life; but when the question of 
finance enters, beware of rocks!

Education Column. 


Rev. M. W. Baker, Ph. D., Springfield, Ohio, is the sec- 
retary of the educational department of the American 
Christian Convention, and we place his communications in 
this column, as weil as other matter relating to education ;

The Educational Appropriations. 

It seems necessary, in view of published ex- 
pressions of discontent and remonstrance from 
Christian Biblican Institute regarding the 
educational appropriations, to state again the 
reasons for the criticized cou¥se of the Board 
of education, which was taken after careful 
deliberation and unanimously. Inasmuch as 
this course and policy are characterized as 
still unaccountable, notwithstanding private 
and published explanations, the principles and 
facts involved are herewith set forth somewhat 
fully, that the brethren may see the problem, 
including as it does our educational interests 
in all quarters. 


SOME COMPARATIVE FIGURES. 
No official report has been received from the 
institute this year, but the only difference in 
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statistics from those of last year is understood 
to be in the number of students. This is un- 
officially reported to be eight against twelve 
last year, an average of ten. Taking this aver- 
agé as the basis of comparison, the Institute 
has less than four per cent of our teaching 
force, one per cent of the student enrollment 
and ten per cent of the Bible students. 

To maintain this teaching and student force 
the Institute has twenty per cent of the com- 
bined endowment of schools receiving appro- 
priations. Compared with these other schools 
its expenses. per teacher more than double 
those in any one of them, and the expenses’ per 
student are nine times the average. 

To secure the best results and greatest bene- 
fits to the kingdom through our educational 
work, what proportion of the funds should 
the school with four per cent of the teachers 
one per cent of the students and twenty per 
cent of the endowment receive? 

SOME, GENERAL ORSERVATIONS. 

Is Christian Biblical Institute, first opened 
at Starkey, as the child of the A. C. C., and 
now controlled by a close corporation, there- 
fore more deserving of funds than the schools 
now subject to the control of the Convention, 
or its Conferences? Elon is owned and con- 
trolled by the Southern Christian Convention. 
Defiance trustees, at least a majority’, are nom- 
inated by the Ohio State Christian Association. 
U. C. C. trustees are nominated by the con- 
stituent conferences. Palmer is the school of 
the Iowa Conference, and Kansas Conference 
owns and manages our school at Lincoln, 
while Franklinton is practically owned and 
controlled by the Convention itself. The’only 
living organic connection with the Christian 
Biblical Institute, that entitling conferences to 
trustee representation by reason of certain con- 
tributions to the school, is reported to have 
been severed by the election of the successor of 
such representative without consulting the 
conference. 

Are the schools who matvriculate. students * 
not pledged to the ministry and receive from 
them some part of the cost of instruction 
(though they also enroll ten times as many 
sible students as C. B. I.) therefore to be re- 
garded with comparative disfavor? 

The course of study at the Institute, ranging 
from the elementary English of the public 
school grades to the Hebrew exegesis of the 
divinity school, does not appear to differ in 
kind from what is offered in others of our 
schools, and therefore not to be a proper basis 
for discrimination. 

A GREAT PRESENT NEED. 

Opportunities for academic and preparatory 
work are everywhere abundant. Most states 
provide them, and every one of our denomina- 
tional institutions offers them. Their multi- 
plication at great expense for individuals or 
very small classes can hardly be considered 
economical or necessary. 

But in no public school and in none of 
our own schools is professional theological 
work offered college graduates. Our aspir- 
ing and earnest students must go. without such 
training or get it in vther denominational 
schools. A dozen such have lately been at one 
school and half that number are now there. 
Another asked last week, “Should I. go to 
Oberlin or McCormick?” One who graduates 
from college next month is divided between 
Lane and Oberlin. These men will presently 


be fitted to occupy pulpits anywhere in the 


. 
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land. Where shall they study theology? 

To refer them to our own divinity velco’ 
would be a delight, but the painfully: surpris- 
ing experience of nine years ago, in ¢onnéc- 
tion with a desire personally to ‘finish study 


at our own, made it evident that college men - 


are not provided for,-expected, or invited there. 

In view of the nature of the work, the com- 
paratively large endowment, and the: number 
of students, the Educational Board has reck- 
oned C. B. I. as one of our sehools, doing 
similar work and on an equal footing with 
them. The appropriations have been made ac- 
cordingly from the limited educational funds. 

If this course and reasoning are right, they 
should be followed; if wrong, the Convention 
will in time have oceasion so to judge and de- 
clare. In the meantime it is refreshing to re- 
ceive upon the official report from a school, 
with half the endowment and fifteen times the 
the students of the Institute in reply to the in- 
quiry how much is needed from the Educational 
funds: “Our share.”

College Atmosphere Averse to the Ministry 

In his latest report on the Midway School, Presi- 
dent Harper, of Chicago University, made some state- 
iments which should receive careful attention of the 
churches. He said: 

“College atmosphere of the average institution of 
learning of to-day is unfavorable to the origin ‘and 
development of ministerial aspirations. Religion is 
practically ignored in the curriculum. The scientific 
spirit of the day, so'strongly represented in the col- 
lege, is not consistent with the religious spirit: ‘pre- 

vailing in the churches. 

“It is an indisputable fact that the sncbnttints of 
young men looking forward to the ministry as their 
profession is decreasing. Some.of. the elements con- 
tributing toward this alarming decrease may be in- 
dictated. One of these is the change in the relative 
standing of the ministry among the professions. 

“The position of the, minister; for various reasons, 
has been steadily losing. dignity. and _power,, while 
the lawyer, physician, teacher, engineer, and. others 
have rapidly stepped to the front.

‘The company which 
is preparing whale meat for the ‘mar- 
ket has already sold several lots to 
merchants in the West Indies, and the 
poor natives have bought it without 
hesitation. It is really better food than 
they uave been accustomed to buying.

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meat would have been universal- be- 
fore this, because it is both nourishing 
and cheap. Now that the process for 
curing the flesh of the monsters has 
proved successful, it is likely that the 
promoters will begin an advertising 
propaganda to educate the people to 
its use. It seems as if good meat at a 
cent a pound should find a ready mar- 
ket.—Pacific.

Virginia Hams. 


The splendid quality of “genuine” 
Virginia hams is well known and free- 
ly recognized. The manner in which 
this excellence is attained has pleasing 
discussion by a Virginian writing to one 
of the leading agricyltural journals. 
“There is, in fact,” the writer says, “a 
delicacy of flavor in a ham cured ate 
ihe old Virginia method that is ‘not 
found in bacon raised and cured else- 
where. This is partly due to the feed- 
ing of the hog. The hogs of the western 
pork raisers are fed with a view to pro- 
ducing a great mass of flesh, for every 
pound adds to the profit of the pork 
dealer; but in Virginia, where we are 
merely raising for our own households, 
we aim for quality rather than quan- 
tiiy. We do not aim to have’ enor- 
mously large, fat hogs, knowing that 
they will not be delicately flavored, 
but are satisfied to have them weigh 
about 150 pounds. We Jet them run 
out in the pastures and graze, or range 
the woods and live on mast until about 
six weeks before killing time, then fat- 
tened on eorn. 

“After the pigs have been killed and 
cut up, we cure the ham as follows: 
First, rub a teaspoonful of pulverized 
saltpeter on each ham, to give it a 
red color, then rub it thoroughly wiih 
salt, and lastly with a mixture of 
molasses, brown sugar and black pep- 
per. The same flavoring may also be 
applied to jowls if desired. Pack the 











hams away, with the skin side down, 
leaving them in the bulk from four to 
six weeks, according to the weather, 
as it takes the saltpeter a longer time 
to strike in when the weather is cold. 
In old times, when they were unpacked, ~ 
the hams were always put in the smoke-

house and smoked about six weeks by, 
a smouldering fire made of hick- 
ory chips. About April 


two ways of praoceeding—either to 
leave the meat hanging, or to pack’ it 
away again in hickory ashes carefully 
saved during the process of smoking. 
The latter plan was doubtless: the best 
and. safest.”—Good Housckeeping.

TRIBUTES TO ELDER H. Y. 
RUSH. 


In Memoriam, 


The Reverend Henry Y. Rush, D. D., was 
born in Randolph county, N. C,, August 25, 
1835, and went to his reward after a week's 
illness, from his home in West Milton, Ohio, 
Monday, April 17, 1905, being in the seven- 
tieth year of his age. He came from a family 
of prominence ‘and influence. His’ parents 
were deeply religious and he had the bene- 
fits of an early Christian training. When 
eleven years of age .he began a two years’ 
apprenticeship in a printing office at Ashe- 
boro, N. C. ‘Then he continued his studies 
for two years, when at the age of fifteen he 
removed with his parents to the state of 
Indiuna. There he worked, studied and 
taught school until he entered Antioch 
College during the presidency of Horace 
Mann. There health failed him and for a 
short period he gave up school and during 
this period he felt the call of God to enter 
the Christian ministry, and his thought 
turned to preparation for his life work. In 
1854 he entered Meadville, Pa., Theological 
School and graduated in 1857. 

April 27, 1858 he was united in marriage 
with Miss Mary J. Kepper, of Clarke county, 


Ohio. Then he began his pastoral work at 
West. Liberty, Glady Creek, Cove Springs 
and other Christian churches in Clarke, 


Champaign and Miami counties. Then came 
the years of the gréat civil strife when. our 
nation was about to be rent in twain. 
Prompted by the true patriotic spirit, he as- 
sisted in raising a part of Go. EB, of the 
110th O. V. I. The governor commissioned 
him second lieutenant. He was a faithful 
soldier, but his health gave away and in 
October 1864 he received an honorable dis- 
charge. On his return’from the battlefield 
he took up the active work of the minis- 
try, but in 1865 he was elected editor of 
the Gospel Herald, and later of the oldest 
religious newspaper in the world, the Her- 
ALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY, the chief church 
paper of the Christians. He served in this 
eapacity for a period of thirteen © years, 
Then he accepted a call to the pastorate of 
the Franklin, Ohio, Christian church, where 
he served for ten years, After resigning 


.the Franklin pastorate: he removed to West 


Milton, where since 1888 he has made his 
home.. : 


During the last four or five years he 
has not been in the regular pastorate, both 
himself and wife not having rugged health, 
yet he. has supplied many — pulpits .and 
preached many sermons. He was a mem- 
ber of the Shiloh Christian Church in Mont- 
gomery county. He was a member of the 
West Milton Lodge of F. & 'A..M., and a 
member of Franklin Chapter and Franklin 
Council and Coleman Commandery Knights 
Templars in Troy, also a’ member of the 
Grand Army Post. He was a member of 
the Board of Visitors of Miami county, and 
his service being so efficient he has held that. 
position from the time of its organization 
in 1890. At different times he has ‘repre- 
sented. the county in state and national 
meetings of charities and correcjjons. To 
Mr. and Mrs. Rush one daughter, Effie May, 
the wife of Daniel H. Pfouts, of Dayton, 
Ohio, was born, who with a devoted wife 
mourn the loss of a loving Christian hus- 
band and father. His devotion and terider- 
ness in the home have been marked charac- 
teristics of his life. He has been an hon- 
ored Christian minister, holding responsible 
and influential positions repeatedly in. our 
ehurch. He was a wise counsellor, an or- 
ator, a spiritual man and successful pastor. 
He served the Shiloh church as pastor for 
23-years, Cove Springs 9 years, Franklin 10 
years, as well as West Milton, West Liberty, 
Glady Creek, Lost Creek, Honey Creek and 
perhaps others. He was one of the est 
-whiters among us. His language was beau- 
tiful, his spirit sweet, his thought clear and 
a great loss will be felt by the Heraxp, 
Christian Sun and Christian Messenger 
families. He was Secretary of Publica- 
tions for the Miami-Conference; of which 
conference he became a member nearly half 
a century ago. I know of no word that bet- 
ter expresses the thought and purpose of. his 
life than that of Hageman: “I shall pass

Personal Reminiscences of Rev. H. Y. 
Rush. 


BY REV. D. W. MOORE. 


On my. arrival. at’ Dover last Saturday, 
April 22, I read in the HeRavp, with. peculiar 
sorrow and a sense of great personal loss 
of, the death of our dear brother, Rey. H. 
Y. Rush, of West Milton, Ohio. His was a 
grand, noble, Christian life. and triumphant 
Christian death: While others’. will -write 
of his work as preacher,, pastor, editor, 
writer, in all of which he excelled, I desire 
to speak more of personal reminiscences, 

For a number of years Brother Rush and 
I had a personal understanding’ between us 
that which ever passed away. first the sur- 
vivor would write something .for the -Hur- 
ALD in reference to the deceased. 

I met H. Y¥. Rush for the first time on the 
6th of June, 1857 at Eaton, Ohio, which I 
believe was his first pastorate. A week or 
so later I spent three or four days with him 
at Greenville in a meeting in company with 
Elders Matthew Gardner and H. K. McConnel 
and heard him preach on Saturday evening 
in ‘the church, his text being Psalms 137 :- 
5-6, and on Sunday afternoon out. in the 
grove from II Thess. 1:3. This was a 
year before I commenced preaching. I was 
at that time canvassing for the Gospel: Her- 
ald. Rev. -Jas..Maple was its. editor, At 
once an intimate and strong friendship 
spramg up between us and from that time 
until lie was called home the ties of brother- 
ly love have increased. 

Although the fields of our labors have 
been far apart during most of our ministry, 
we have, :from our first acquaintance, kept 
up a continued and frequent correspondence, 
and our greetings when we met at confer- 
ences dnd conventions, trustee meetings, etc., 
were the most cordial, with brotherly affec- 
tion.© For years I have regarded him as 
one’ of my most interesting and beloved cor- 
responderits among my ministerial brethren. 
I received three or four long letters from 
him ‘since the fitst of last January and 
wrote to him, from Francis, Fla., four days 
-after he was. stricken down, not knowing 
of his affliction, and I suppose he never read 
or saw my letter, so it will ever remain un- 
answered by his pen. 

In his letters during the past winter ‘he 
frequently referred to the fact,that the. toils 
and sufferings of this life would.soon be 
over, and he was looking. forward’ with 
strong faith and bright hopes to that heav- 
enly -home; where he would be with Jesus 
and dear loved ones in eternal bliss. Fare- 
well, dear brother, peace to thine ashes, 
glory to thy soul. 

Brother Rush was a most conscientious, 


any good thing; there. _ 
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devoted Christian. Though usually mild 
and quiet he possessed a vein of mirth and 
greatly enjoyed a good joke or amusing 
story;.but he never indulged in any friv- 
olous words or approved of any unbecoming 
talk by others. He was of clean heart and 
pure speech. He was gentle. but firm; a 
friend to all—saw virtues rather than de- 
fects in his brethren—a lover of peace and 
greatly regretted controversy that sprang 
up. in our papers on the union question. 

Together with Rev. D. E. Millard and the 
writer, he was a charter member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Christian Biblical 
Institute, and with them held continuous 
membership in that body until he’ was taken 
away by the dark’ angel of the grave. 

One marked characteristic of our dear 
brother was his sympathy for the suffering 
and bereaved, and from his pen I received 
some of the most touching and encouraging 
words at the time of my own great sorrow 
six years ago. 

Allow me to quote a few lines from his 
letter’ of February 1, 1899: “Side by side 
you and. Sister Moore walked together 
through many years of domestic joy and 
providential good. For a little while your 
way at last parted at the tomb. When you 
have journeyed a little further your feet 
will touch the threshold of her now heavenly 
mansion. Till then her white angel hand 
will reach over those battlements of bliss 
to beckon and lure her dear family on, to 
the day of reunion, where parting shall be 
no more. Frum now on ‘heaven will seem 
and will be to you and your children such 
a reality, such a desired home as never be- 
fore. ‘Wife ‘there, mother there,’ will hence- 
forth echo to the father’s and children’s 
hearts like angel voices speaking from the 
parted skies. And it is truth! How pre- 
cious, how ‘beautiful, how comforting, that 
truth !" 

And not only did he sympathize with and 
console others, but bore his own sorrows and 
pains with wonderful Christian fortitude 
and patience. For many years he greatly 
suffered with an internal malady of which 
but few persons knew and of which he sel- 
dom complained or spoke. 

Brotlier Rush endeavored to keep “young 
at heart’ and in action up to the last, al- 
though he realized that he with others was 
growing old. He did not relish the idea of 
being an “aged patriarch” or to be “laid on 


, thé shelf” as superannuated, and it was hard 


for him to have to be laid aside from active 
work in the ministry. In a letter dated 
December 9, 1903, he says: “Several years 
ago a Pennslyvania brother said to me—on 
introduction—‘Rush! Rush!! H. Y. Rush!!! 
Why, I thought he was dead many years 
ago.’ ‘My brother,” said I, ‘how old a man 
did you think I was? ‘Oh, I thought you 
would be 90 or 100 by this time.’ 

“Ah, how often the scorpion of ‘old age’ 
suggestion is laid in stripe, leaving its effect 
on our sensibilities.” 

“But, my brother, you and I are about 
there, and we may thank God for the grace 
that adapts us.to the inevitable, and sends, 
pow and then, a stray tinsel of light 
through the ‘gates ajar’ to cheer us on our 
shortening pathway. We know not how 
long we may toil on under a weight of 
physical decline or of age infirmity, nor 
how quickly we may some day drop our 
burden. Tear ones have been suddenly re- 
‘eased and others have pined in a beautiful 
putience through the years. iow comfort- 
ing to know that we are in the Father’s 
hands—ever beneath his eye—ever under 
his Jove and care.” 

I, for one, feel that my life has.been made 
better and happier by my intimate acquaint- 
ance and association with Rev. H. Y. Rush, 
and even now, “though dead he yet speak- 
eth.” How true he was to alf his duties to 
the last; and now how glorious must be his 
reward after his sudden and peaceful tran- 
sition to that rest for which he was so well 
prepared, And now that he is at home and 
supremely happy, may his God and our God 
sustain us and all the dear sorrowing ones 
and grant unto all a final, joyful eternal re- 
union in ‘heaven.
